1. Claims 1-87 are allowed in light of the amendment and remark filed on 12/15/2005. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fail to teach with respect to claims 1 and 58, a method for 
automatically sending situational location dependent information to a mobile receiving system 
wherein physical location coordinates, said information for user interface presentation by, for 
immediate delivery to said a receiving system, and said situational location newly encountered 
by said receiving system; with respect to claim 5, a method for automatically sending situational 
location dependent delivery information from a server to a receiving system wherein a history of 
delivery information sent is maintained; and using said history to prevent redundant delivery 
information to an eligible receiving system; with respect to claims 9 and 75, a method for 
automatically sending situational location dependent delivery information from a server to a 
receiving system wherein automatically communicating to an other system form said receiving 
system upon user selection of an invocable speed reference, said reference part of said 
information; with respect to claim 1 1, a method for automatically sending situational location 
dependent delivery information from a server to a receiving system wherein said server uses 
application specific fields together with said situational location to search for, and retrieve said 
delivery information; with respect to claims 14 and 19 a method for automatically sending 
situational location dependent delivery information to a user interface of a receiving system 
comprising the steps of determining a physical location of said receiving system with 
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triangulation measurements between said receiving system and a plurality of base stations in 
combination with the other elements and features of the claimed invention.
